Sec. 10, 
Chapter XIV of the Municipal Code of 
Deoatur reads as follows: "Hereafter no 
child shall be received or retained in the 
public or private schools of this city who 
has not been vaccinated; the evidence of 
vaccination shall be the presentation of a 
certificate signed by the family physician, 
or the clerk of the board of health." AU 
teachers are directed to enforce this rule 
in their schools.

schools in September neit. It will be 
easier for the children than during* the 
hot weather of August.

Tbs fight between the silver tip and 


the mountain lions happened some lit- 
tle time Ago. In those day* I was in 
Government employ and used to do right 
•mart rambling around with the Crows 
whenever they wandered off the rea- 
ervatlon in search of game.

situation at once for when 1 glanced ai 
lis finger the next moment it had 
rorned like a weather- vane and was 
jointing in the direction of the bear.
